Rome. 


The famed Appian Way, over which Roman 
legions and American jeeps have passed may soon 


The threnot comes not so much 
from its age—It is still Jess 
bumpy thun many newer roads 
--but from archacologists who 
want to explore the scerets of 
its construction. 


For the last year and a half, 
4 long segment of the rond has 
been closed to accommodate 
the diggers. Now reports have 

ad that the Government 
docs not plan to put that part 
of the rond back Into use at all, 
and many Romans arc already 
protesting. 


Romans are bably even 
more enthusiastle about the 
road today than they were when 
St was built in 312 B.C, by an 
englneer named Appius Claudius 
Caccus, 


To The Coveted South 


The Romans of that day had 
good ‘renson to be  plensed. 
Applus’ road ran straight as an 
arrow toward the. rich Greek 
eltles of southern Italy, which 
small but ambitious Rome 
éoveted. 


Hardly was the ast stone 
laid when Roman - legions 
were marching south to conquer 
the Greek cities, and carts soon 
were rumbling back over the 
Vin Appia with tho spolls,. Rome 
was on the way to becoming o 
great powcr. 


As tho yents’ passed, the 
leglons gave way to rich chariots

ATTHEW Hopkins now con- 
ferred on himsclf the title of 
Wltchfinder-General, and, with 
hts staff, toured Suffolk, Hunt- 
ingdonshire, Essex und Norfolk 
with almost as much state as 
« judgo on circuit. He stayed 
invartably at the best inn In 
the town, the authorities who 
consulted him settling the bill 
and hig entire travelling ¢x- 
penses, His , flat fee for a 
visitation was £1, with a bonus 
of £1 per head for every witch, 
male or female, brought to 
execution through his exertions, 
In bls most lucrative year he 
showed ao turnover of £60 In 
bonuses alone.... 

He wag not without his de- 
tractors. What public benefac- 
tor 1s? A clergyman, named, 
Gaul, or Gaule, of Houghton, 
in Huntingdonshiro, wog the 
most active, Gaul published an 
ungry pamphiet denouncing 
Hopkins and accusing him of 
being “ng common nuisance." 


warned Houghton solemnly he 
would “waive their shire al- 
fogether and betake himself to 
such places where he might do 
and punish, not only without 
control, but with thanks and 
recompense," 

Houghton was not intimidated 
by tho threat, Hopkins's ulti- 
motum went unanswered and 
Houghton was not included In 
any of his tours of duty. 

One of Hopkins’s greatest 
triumphs was the indictment in 
1646 of the Reverend John 
Louls, Louis, then over 70 and 
the Rector of Framlingham, in 
Suffolk, for 50 years, was 
accused of being possessed by 
two imps.

A witch might be weighed 
against the church bible; if the 
bible won In the balance—guilty 
ngain, Or she might be goaded 
to weeping, when her tears 
would be narrowly watched, It 
was believed that 1 witch could 
weep from the left cye alone, 
and only three tears at that. 
Hopkins probably considered 
‘these testa too humane. Any- 
way, he always held that 
pricking and swimming were 
the most reliable, 


Trade fell 


HE Witchiinder - Gencral 
flourished for three years, In 
Essex and Suffolk olone he 
“proved no fewer than 260 
witches, most of whom pCrished. 
But in 1647 trade began to fal} 
off, not because Hopkins waa 
running short of witches—with 
his methods that was impossible 
but because he was running 
short of megs. So, with fewer 
and fewer engn ‘ements, he 
turned to authorship, and he 
published a number of pamphicts 
on his pet subject. 

The last of these appeared in 
1077, It was a text-book entitled, 
“The Discovery of Witches, In 
answer to Severd! Queries lately 
delivered To the Judges of the 
Assizes for the County of Nor- 
folk and’ now. published by 
MATTHEW | HOPKINS, . The 
Witchfinder-General, for the 
Benet of ‘THE WHOLE 
KINGDOM.” |

Mr Krushchev differs dn at 
least one respect from his dis- 
credited master, Stalin was 
candid in his contempt for the 
free world, Mr Krushehev pro- 
claams his desire for friendship 
with it.

{ng on for two years. 


Professor George Drew, 
the psychologist in charge 
of the inquiry, announced 
his findings at a meeting* 
of world experts on the 
medical asvects of driving 
in Bristol. 


Voluntesr drivers — 36 
men and five women, none 
of whom was a teetotaller— 
were given small doses of 
alcohol. They were then 
tested on an ingenious  set- 
up consisting of a dummy 
car and a moving panorama 
of a country road which 
simulated the conditions of 
real motoring at speeds up 
to 70 miles an hour. 


Their speed and every mis- 
take they made in steering 
were automatically recorded. 


WOBBLY....

Professor Drew found that 
even a trace of alcohol In tho 
blood due 10 drinking no more 
than a pint of beer or one small 
t'dsky  Interfered with the 
ability to steer, 


Many of the drivers were 
decidedly wobbly in their steer- 
ing when the strength of alechot 
In thelr blood was only half the 
emount which police doctors 
rgeard as “intoxicating.” When 
he Js cold sober the experienced 
driver continuously makes 
slight movenients of tie stecrimg 
wheel which anticipate any 
“wandering” tendency. 


These precautionary move~ 
ments disappear when he has 
taken only one or two drinics, 
Professor Drew found. 

They return after three small 
whiskics but in such an ox- 
oggerated form that the car be- 
gins to wenve about the road.

SAFFRON-ROBED 
MONKS TURNED THE 
CEYLON VOTE 


By James Wickenden 


HIE result of the Ceylon election has been less sur- 

prising than the way in which the old three-term 
goyernment was brought down. or 

Those who did much to defeat Sir John Kotelawala’s 
United National Party were thousands of saffron-robed 


Buddhist monks who toured the countryside on foot, 

For some years the revival of Buddhism In Ceylon and Thal- 
lnna has been growing In influence. It ranks with the better 
Known political ferment tn the East. 

Tho reawakening of this faith has included the establishment 
of a mission in London; a lengthy congress in Ceylon to make a 
new study of the scriptures attended! by great numbers of monks 
from all over Asia; and this month begins the year-long Buddha 
Jayanthl celebrations. : 

Tt was because they feared the clection would disturb tho 
people’s minds before these celebrations that the monks cam- 
paigned ogainst the UNP. E 

They had pleaded with the UNP government to delay the 
olections but the government refused. Perhaps the party wan 
confident of carrving dhe Buddhists with it in the elections despite 
this rebuff, For its traditional planks nave Included two valucd 
by Sinhalese Buddhists — the preservation of the religion and 
tthe promotion -of the Sinhaicse languuge.

The monks ignored these planks, trusting that whatover partly 
rese to pawer.1t would sofeguard the faith and the languago. 
They have yet to see whether their boldness is justified. But 
thelr, confidence may be based on the fact that out of the cight 
and a -half millions in Ceylon five millions are Buddhists. 

However, the monks had no epecial pull over those five 
millions. Buddhism has no pricsthood, the monks therefore have 
no spiriiual authority and their campatgn was purcly persuasive, 
Ita elNoctivendss Yosulted entirely from an existing sympathy for 
their views among the people. 

Nor .ate the Sinhalese illiterate and sunk in superetition. 
Even tho peasants in the interior are ampng tho most enlightencd 
and terme Reopie dn Asin. -In the poorest hames it is common 
to 900 soveral different vernacular newspapers.

popular opinion. This was borne out in the exceptional calm

THE DIFFERENCE 


One difference between topi- 
cal and other types of 
collections 1s that the topical 
specialist is often required to

Printed albums ure plentiful 
for world-wide collectors, but 
there Isn’t likely to be a printed 
album for a collector of, may, 
“costumes” or “medical science’ 
on stampa. 

THIS IS PART of the fun, 
however. An ordinary three~ 
ring, loose leaf notebook — with 
standard pages uf 844 by Al 
Inches, is popular with many 
topical collectors, Others ike a 
spring-back type of binder.
